The reciprocal patent treaty promul- 
between the United States and 
the German empire, which is said to be 
a pioneer of its kind, makes it interesting 
to note that all the relations as estab- 
lished by this treatv already exist be- 
tween Switzerland and the United States 
Without any treaty. 

The German treaty was made in view 
of the fact that the present situation 
between almost all countries requires 
a patentee to manufacture his article 
in the foreign country where he wishes to 
maintain his patent within three or four 
vears, or else lose his right in such for- 
eign country. This treaty provides that 
if the article is manufactured in either 
country the patentee does not lose his 
right. 

The revised patent law of Switzerland 
which went into effect Dec. 1, 1907 (dated 
June 21, 1907), contained the usual ope- 
rating clause to the effect that a patent 
in Switzerland would annulled upon 
petition to a court of interested parties, 
provided the patent had not been ex- 
ploited by the patentee within three 
years from its date, unless the patentee 
could justify his action by “sufficient” 
reasons. This clause was meant to be 
used, if necessary, in order to obtain 
concessions from those countries whose 
patent laws contain a similar provision. 

The Federal Council, however, 
was empowered to set aside the provi-

At this meeting, which is likely to 
extend into Tuesday, it is thought the

It is regarded as a much bigger 


question than the tariff, which has held 
business at a standstill for six months or 


more, and unrivaled by any legislation 


since the change in the national bank- 
ing act.

MR. TAFT WILL BE 
BUSY INST. LOUIS 


City Proposes to Ask Presi- 
dent to Lay Cornerstone of 
the New Postoffice Build- 
ing Next October. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo.—By the time Presi- 
dent Taft arrives in St. Louis on the 
morning of Oct. 25 a program will be laid 
out for him that will keep him busy dur- 
ing his short visit. The latest proposal 
is that the cornerstone of the new post. 
‘office shall be laid that day and that he 
shall be present and officiate.

BETTER CONDITIONS 
IN LABOR RETURNING 
TOMASSACHUSETTS 


Director Charles F. Gettemy of the | 
state bureau of statista:s today i-sued a 
quarterly report on the state of employ- 
ment in the organized industries of | 
Massachusetts. 

The report says that out of an aygre- 
gate membership of 105,944, representing 
780 unions, 6736 members, or 6.36 per 
cent, were reported idle on June 30, 1909, 
showing a return to more normal condi- 
tions than have prevailed during any 
quarter since the industrial depression in 
1907. 

Several of the bureau’s correspondents, 
in addition to furnishing the statistics 
for their respective unions, called atten- 
tion to the very favorable state of em- 
ployment in the occupations represented | 
by them.

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~~) Britis East Arrica, which has so greatly 
1) impressed former President Roosevelt as 
| the white man’s country under the equator, 
is rejoicing in the appointment of Sir Percy 
Girouard to the governorship. |For some 
time the settlers have felt that the colony 
was entitled to greater interest and encour- 
agement and Sir Percy's advent is consid- 

ered of great significance for its progress. 
eC Sie Percy Girouard is an empire builder and 
engineer. Ife ts mainly a railroad expert and administrator, and 
since the colony is looking above all to railroads for its future devel- 
opment, his advent may mark a turning point in the history of 
British last A frica. 

- For the last twenty years, Sir Percy Girouard has been entrusted 
with railroad pioneering and organizing work of the utmost import- 
ance to British imperial interests. After a thorough preparation as 
traffic manager at the royal arsenal at Woolwich, he distinguished 
himself as director of the Soudan railways and president of the 
Egyptian railway board. His imperial activities became especially 
conspicuous through the extension of the new railroad through 
northern Nigeria under his governorship. But his most brilliant 
record was made in South Africa. There he succeeded in reducing 
the chaotic state of the railways, enormously damaged by the war, 
to a serviceable system in a remarkably short time, and, further, 
provided for a policy of progressive railroad building to which 
South African industries largely owe their return to normal conddi- 
tions. 

Since the opening of the Uganda railroad the trade of British 
Kast Africa has been trebled, but this is considered to fall far short 
of the results that might have been obtained had the railroad policy 
been carried forward in a consistent manner. The conviction 1s that 
by opening up the rest of the country to the north the volume of 
business will multiply itself many times, and in- view of the new 
Governor's unique record as an engineer imperialist, the time 1s seen 
to be at hand when railroad and harbor extensions will bring out 
the full possibilities of British East Africa.

“We have been far behind 
in this respect,” he says. “Our stations are put on the edge of a 
street, as a rule, with no space for the public to disperse.”’ 

Mr. Brunner cheerfully acknowledges the superiority of the 
European way of doing things in many respects, but there is a 
point at which he halts. The modern architecture now being exe- 
cuted in Europe, he says, “I do not consider equal to the best arch- 
itecture in New York. Some of the modern things in architecture 
in Paris and London are horrid and are certainly not the things 
we draw inspiration from.” 

We have many things to learn whiclt we may well learn from 
the old world, and to one of these Mr. Brunner has referred. It 
would be well if there were in all American cities some competent 
governmental control over the laying out of streets and squares 
and the erection of semi-public buildings.

She is in a very different position from England and the 
United States, both of which Nations could aftferd to withhold their 
assent to Belgium's annexation of the Kongo. Portugal's position 
would also be one of extreme difficulty sinee the treatment of the 
natives in her colony of Angola is commonly said to be at least 
as inhuman as that prevalent in the adjoining Konge 

It is not likely that any support can be expected froyi Ger- 
many to offset these difficulties. The German standpoint, as voiced 
in the press, appears strongly biased by suspicion of England's 
motives, while the policy of the German government has been 
either non-comimittal or adverse to interference mm the atfairs of the 
Longo. Although the present colonial regime, under Mr. Dern- 
burg, pursues a native policy that is somewhat modeled on the 
British, the old policy of the strong hand which has | 
spicuous im German colonial affairs does not appear 
any of its advocates. Under these conditions the 
point can hardly look = much support. 

Coercive measures in lieu of a conference might lead to sert- 
ous complications cpaakilie as the United States would hardly 
join, Kkngland in such a move. It is true that it would not have 
to be directed against Belgium, whose international status would 
exclude such a thing, but even in the Kongo itself ar intervention 
would at once rouse the apprehensions of the other colonial powers 
and England would be suspected of trying to turn the Nonge inte 
another Egypt.

It constitutes the interior of the country 
bordring on the Persian gulf, which latter is definitely acknowl- 
edged, by the treaty, as within British influence, apart from Eng- 
land’s territorial sphere in the southeastern corner of Persia. But 
if the traditional British supremacy in the Persian gulf is recog- 


nized, the shores of the Persian provinces of Nhuzistan, Farsistan 


and J.aristan must evidently come within. that scope and the question 
arises as to the inland extent of these shores and the status of the 
hinterland. Shiraz is the center of this hinterland, and so prosaic 
a a question as the definition of its status is looming up in the classical 
city of Hafiz and Sadi, the poets.

Mr. Jordan ~s right. He is so plainly mght that his position 
can hardly be questioned. The slogan “Boston—1915" is only 
misused when it is made a basis for procrastination in respect 
to municipal improvements and progress. “Boston—1915" is not 
the starting point; it is rather the goal. Those who have the present 
municipal movement really at heart intend not that Boston shall only 
begin to do things in 1915, but rather that by the time 1915 is here the 
things that now need to be done will have been rounded out into a 
splendid record of achievement. The time to do things that are 
necessary Is now.
